jninistration le a d e r s saw littlfe 
prospect today of smooth sailing 
for the Truman program, despite 
the smarting defeat they handed 
a GOP-Dixie coalition 
trying 
to 
take control of the house. 
Much credit for their 236 to 183 


triumph yesterday, they said, must 
go to the civil rights issue which 
cost the coalition a large chunk 
of Republican votes. 


They got little comfort from a 
Republican hint that a new effort 
to change the house<.rules may be 
made later.

London, Jan. 20 —(fP)— Socialized 
medicine in Britain is growing in 
popularity with the public. 


After 18 months, the 
national 
health plan appears to be givirig 
pretty general 
satisfaction. With 
some reservations, spokesmen for 
the medical and dental profession 
agree with ministry of health of- 
ficials that the plan is working 
"fairly 
well" 
after 
its 
original 


growing pains. 


The whopping price of socialised 
medicine to the country is causing 
concern among political opponents 
of the Labor party. They are claim- 
ing 
they 
could 
administer 
the 
scheme belter and more economi- 
cally. And plenty of Britons, par- 
ticularly those possessing greater 
means, still are fundamentally op- 
posed to state medicine. They feel 
the state never can give the type 
of personal attention that the old 
family doctor did. 


But, on 
the whole, 
those who 
have experienced serious illnesses 
and required specialists or hospi- 
taiization are pretty well satisfied.
